REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Board  of   Lee: 

The  past  year  has  not  been  marked  by  any  outstanding 
event  in  our  school  world.  It  was  thought  best  to  retain  the 
same  force  of  teachers  and  the  following  table  will  give  data 
concerning  the  three  schools  in  this  town.

The  instruction  was  rated  "Good"  m  all  of  the  schools  and 
the  interest  was  "Good." 

No  improvements  were  undertaken  in  the  school  buildings 
and  only  the  usual  cleanings  and  minor  repairs  were  made. 
The  cross  lighting  in  the  Hill  and  South  Lee  schools  is 
having  its  effect  upon  the  eyesight  of  the  children,  as  will  be 
noted  in  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  which  will  be  found 
at  the  close  of  this  report.  I  again  urge  that  the  windows 
in  these  two  schools  be  changed  to  do  away  with  this  source 
of  danger  to  the  pupiFs  eyes. 

Mrs.  Anna  Clow  was  secured  for  the  work  of  inspecting  the 
children  and  she  reports  that  she  has  examined  70  pupils  m 
Lee.  She  found  25  with  defective  teeth,  10  with  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  14  with  defective  vision.  She  reports 
that  there  are  22  un vaccinated  children.  What  might  hap- 
pen if  some  cases  of  small  pox  should  occur?  In  a  com- 
munity where  there  is  a  chance  of  small  pox  being  brought 
in  this  should  give  us  pause.  The  reason  why  this  terrible 
disease  is  so  infrequent  is  because  of  the  protection  afforded 
by  vaccination,  and  where  this  preventive  can  be  obtained  so 
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easily  and  cheaply^  it  is  not  fair  to  the  rest  of  the  community  to 
neglect  this  safeguard. 

Mrs.  Clow  made  18  visits  to  the  schools,  24  visits  to  fami- 
lies where  pupils  need  attention,  and  had  four  interviews  with 
the  officials. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  I  have  to  announce  that  Mrs. 
Clow  has  decided  that  she  cannot  return  to  this  work.  I 
trust  that  her  successor  will  carry  on  the  work  so  ably  begun. 

I  find  that  the  following  pupils  have  been  perfect  in  at- 
tendance during  the  year  1926-27,  Chester  Ellison,  Elizabeth 
Ellison,  Chesley  Durgin  and  Goldie  Harvey.  I  hope  that  a 
large  number  next  year  will  merit  this  honorable  mention.
